COBLENZ, Feb. 23. —The opinion 
that the German, people are manarch- 
ists at heart and that it is more than 


likely that they will turn again to. the 
German Princes to restore the’ ‘country 
is° eXpréssed by an expert who . is 
watching. the developments of German 
politics “for the American’ Army: *' 

This officer, a former university pro- 
fessor, is an authority-on international 
affairs, and has access to reports and 
information from “all parts of ’ Ger- 
many daily: He has studied closely 
the work of the: German ‘National 
Assembly andthe. behavior of the 
Germans since the sf€ning : of the 
armistice. The result of that study is 
his’ belief not only that the’ Gernian 
Princes will probably come back, but 
that the war spirit is - still strong 
among ,the Germans, and that the 
spirit of, revenge. lives deep down in 
their hearts.‘ ; 

He has written the following sum- 
mary of the situation as he sees it: 

** Germany proceeds with her state- 
making, taking care not to change. the, 
system too.muct This might bé ex- 
pected in a peo le who aré monarch- 
ists at heart. If the Kaisér and the 
Crown Prince had not abdicated the 
Allies might have demandéd the sur- 
render to them of both the Kaiser and 
the. Prince. ‘This would have’ been a 
greater blow. to (German. pride than 
any condition which has been imposed 
and would have caused a desperate 
resistance: ~ 

“The .abdication- saved Germany 
from this, so°that now thé Kaiser is 
regarded .a¢’a martyr for his country 
and the Crown Prince ‘shares this 
glory... Of sourse, the Independent. So- 
‘clalists and ‘the Spartacus group would: 
probably like: to treat°the Hohenzoi- 
lerns.as thie Bolshevik treated the Ro- 
manofts, byt apart, from ‘that the gen- 
eral feeling ig one of loyalty. :

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—The League 
of Nations as promoted by the Paris 
Conference, tas but slight chance of 
being approved by the Senate at this 
time, according to the view éxpressed 
today by leaders of that body. If a 
vote of approval is asked by the Presi- 
dent, it is believed that the Senate ‘will 
stand against it. — AB 

In the view of Senators as expréssed 
today, no’advantage would be gained by 
the President's asking the support of 
the Senate to the proposal at this time. 
The project may tome up, according to 
the program pursued. by ‘the Paris con- 
ferees, as a part of the ‘peace treaty, 
and there is no disposition manifest 
‘among leaders in the Senate/to put that 
body on redord before that time. 

At the same time, proponents” of ‘the 
League insist that if the Senate fs asked 
to express approval ‘before the President 
returns to France fit will give it an in- 
dorsing vote. It is regarded as wun- 
likely, however, that the President will 
ask the Senate for any such.vote. The 
doubt of a majority of the Senate sup- 
porting the project, it is believed, will 
influence the President against it, even 
were he predisposed te ask for the Sen- 
ate’s indorsement. 

The League’ will be debated again in 
the Sénate tomorrow, when.

UNTERMYER ANSWERS 
‘OBJECTIONS TO LEAGUE 


Lawyer Says Its. Constitution Is 
Not in Conflict with That 
of United States. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PALM BEACH, Fia:, Feb. 23>A 
statement discussing the proposed con- 
Btitution of the Léague of Nations-was 
given out here today by Samuel Unter- 
myer of New York, particularly as to 
whether it wéuld be in conflict with the 
Constitution of the United States. 

Covering this phase of the question 
he points out that under our Constitu- 
tion a treaty when made by the Presi- 
dent with advice and ¢onseht of two-« 
thirds of the Senate becames the su- 
preme law of the land, and he con- 
cludes: that. all objections so far raised 
éxcept one minor oné, concern matters 
which are well within the treaty-making | 
powers of Congress; and continues: 

**The most that cafi be said in favor 
of the power of Congress over a treaty 
was said by the Supreme Court in the 
Cherokee Tobacco case that ‘a treaty 
may supersede & prior act of Congress 
and an act of Congress may supersede 
a prior-treaty.’ In this view the treaty 
still remains the supreme law of the 
land until overriden by Congress, and, 
having been ratified by two-thirds of 
the -Senate, there is no _ practical 
danger.’’

PREDICTS POOR GERMAN CROP. 


Half the Normal Yield Likely, Says 
Under Secretary Ramm. 
BERLIN, Feb. 22, (Associated Press.) 
—Herr Ramm, Under Secretary of the 
Ministry of Agriculture, gave a gloomy 
picture of the prospects of the coming 
harvest at a meeting of the German 

Agricultural‘ Society today. 

He said that nothing better than half 
@ normal crop could be. expected this 
year. This was due to the lack of fer- 
tilizer and the impoverished condition of 
the soil. 

The Under Secretary said that only 
80,000 tons of nitrates were available, as 
compared with a peace-time constsmp- 
tion of 210,000 tons. The consumption 
of phosphates was only a third the 
usual quantity. \The slaughter of cattle 
and other animals had greatly reduced 
the supply of manure. 

Herr Ramm said that a return to nor- 
mal agricultural conditions was improb- 
able before 1921.

SPECIAL LABOR PROTECTION 


Generally Accepted Rules of Inter- 
national. Law Incorporated in 
New Instrument. 


WEIMAR, Feb. 22, (Associated Press.) 
—While the German National Assembly 
has been holding open méetings § sev- 


18 eral committees have found time to dis- 


cuss the draft of a new German Con- 
stitution as prepared by Hugo ace 
a@ member of the Cabinet. 

The draft has now passed. on second 
reading. The original few paragraphs 
have been cut up and expanded into 109 
paragraphs, which cover every point 
carefully. 

The new draft consists of seven i 
sions. The first division, entitled ‘ 
Nation and Its Component States,’’ pro: 
vides that the national territory s 
consist of the former German States as 
well as other States that may, after a 
plebiscite, desire to be incorporated with 
Germany. The flag of the new republic 
shall be black, pnond and gold. 

The second article of the first division 
provides that the executive power lies 
with the people, and the third article 
says that the generally accepted rules 
of international law shail be a basic part 
of the German law.. Succeeding articles 
provide for the defense of the nation 
and. cover colonial questions, customs 
duties, and public transportation. 


Rights Reserved to Nation. 
It is provided that the nation shall 
kave the right to enact laws re 


citizenship, charity and. poverty, 
rights of citizens, crimes, and ban Ag 
judicial matters, the right of union, the 
relations between workmen and em- 
ployers, the ‘insurance. of eroenen, the 
promotion: of labor and trade, weights 
and measures, industry, mines, insur- 
ance, ocean traffic, freedom ot the 
press, of organization, and of meeting, 
and the rights and care of warveterans 
and their relatives. 

The natio:. .s also. to have the right to 
evact laws concerning the regulation, 
production, and distribution of economic 
products for the — good and the 
protection and education of children 
and youths. 

The national law, it is provided, shall 
supersede the State laws of the various 
German States, which are empowered 
to combine wholly or in part for the 
purpose of creating a ‘more powerful 
membership in the nation. These States 
are to be represented in the Govern- 
ment by a ‘‘ National Council.’’ Bach 
member of the Council can introduce 
bills, but a bill to be introduced to the 
Assembly must have the assent of the 
Council, which, however, possesses lit- 
tle veto power, being restricted on the 
lines of the British House of Lords. 

Labor Especially Safeguarded. 

The second division. contains eleven 
articles regarding the basic rights of 
the German. people, including full 
freedom of belief, religion, art, and 
science. Labor, as_ the eatest na- 
tional wealth, is especially protected. 
Personal freedom of dwelling and prop- 
erty are guaranteed, as is secrecy of the 
postal service. 

The third division contains nineteen 
articles and provides that details shall 
be determin by the National Govern- 
ment ‘yereme the regulation of elec- 
tions. The Government will meet each 
year on the first Monday of December 
‘at the capital. 

The President, it*is provided, can call 
the Assembly earlier and.must do so if 
at least one-third of the members de- 
mand that it be called. A court to 
control the voting will consist of three 
members of the Assembly and two mem- 
bers of the National Council. 

The Constitution may be changed by 
a two-thirds vote of the full member- 
ship of the Assembly. 


President's Term Seven Years. 


The election of a President is provided 
for in the fourth division. He must be 
35. years old and a German ,citizen. for 
ten years. His term will be seven, years, 
and he may be recalled through a pop- 


ular vote.

Count Arco Valley, the slayer of

The dispatch adds that it was in an- 
ticipation of an armed attack against 
the National Assembly and existing 
institutions that the Majority Social- 
ists, Independent Socialists, and Spar- 
tacides of Munich signed an agree- 
ment to stand together.

‘fhe correspondent recalls that some 
time ago he _ interviewed Baron. 
Stengel, a high official of the former 
Bavarian Court, and asked him if he 
thought the monarchy had definitely 
fallen. The Baron, with a _ smile, 
answered: 

‘** Who knows? Many things can 
happen. We have fallen, but we are 
not dead. The present situation 
obliges us: to act prudently, but we 
hope that we shall be able to do some- 
thing effective.’’ ; 


Pan Germans Are Suspected. 


GENEVA, Feb. 23, (Associated 
Press.)—As the soldiers and sailors 
have seized the telegraph lines radiat- 
ing from Munich, it is considered here 
that news from the Bavarian capital 
must be ye ores with caution. Street 
fighting is reported to be continuing, 
especially around the Hotel Regina, 
where three persons were killed and 
eighteen wounded on Saturday. Sev- 
eral officers who fired upon the 
crowds are reported to have been 
killed. 

The general strike, according to ad- 
vices, has met with little success. The 
soldiers and workmen are in posses- 
sion of all the munition factories. 

A dispatch from Munich says Count 
Arco Valley was a dissolute person 
and that it is believed the crime was 
committed under the influence of the 
Pan Germans.

BERNE, Feb. "23.—The constitution 
of a Soviet republic was profoundly 
disturbing to the Bavarian Govern- 
ment, according to advices received 
here. The Government is trying to 
minimize the affair. in the eyes of the

‘* A general strike for three days 
was declared, but the city is calm 
and work will be resumed Monday. 
The Peoples’ Republican Guard is 
protecting all the big hotels and 
banks. 

‘The Executive Committee of the 
Soldiers and Workmen’s Council met 
the Cabinet again this morning. Ne- 
gotiations are proceeding for the for-. 
mation of a~- new’ popular Govern- 
ment.’’ 

The Berlin press, according to the 
advices, refuses to admit the exist- 
‘ence of a counter-revolutionary plot. 
The newspapers seem to have received 
an order, the advices say, to represent 
Count Arco Valleq, the slayer of 
Eisner, as an irresponsible person.

shown in the case of France, that we 
are not an ungrateful people, and re- 
calling that.no other people have con- 
tributed more than those of Irish 
blood to the creation, the upbuilding, 
the development and the preservation 
and defense of ouf great country. 

We urge this claim in the name of 
Ireland Secause of the unparalleled‘ 
struggle for now seven and a half cen- 
turies that Ireland has carried on for 
national existence and liberty ; because 
all efforts to break down and destroy 
that existence have failed, and_be- 
cause of the extraordinary majority 
by which less than two months ago 
the people of Ireland declared,, not 
alone their dissatisfaction with’ the 

overnment of their land by England, 
But also their determination to gov- 
ern themselves without interference 
from any outside influence or power.

Lloyd George within the last few 
months has been compeiled to assert 
that Ireland is: at present as much op- 
posed to British rule as in the days of 
Cromwell. The industries of’ Ireland 
have been destroyed; her trade and 
commerce wiped out; her population 
cut in two; her leaders deported and 
held in English jails without indict- 
ment or trial, and yet within the 
last two months the people with a 
unanimity never before attained have 
again declared their utter dissatis- 
faction with English rule and their 
determination to be free. 

England refuses to listen to the —— 
of Ireland, but we point out that Eng- 
land Hkewise refused to listen to the 
voice of the American colonies. Eng- 
land was compelled less than a cen- 
tury and a half ago to recognize the 
independence of the colonies, ee 
within the last year the efforts of 
country saved England and her a ved 
from total defeat at thé hands of the 
Central Powers.

England’s Age-Long Failure. 

Aside from tfreland’s inalienable 
right to govern herself in her own

hag failed in every essential thing for 
which Governments exist—the promo- 
tion of the welfare of the governed, 
the protection of their natural rights 
and interests, the development of their 
resources, and their contribution. to 
the sum of human happiness ahd the 
world’s prosperity.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Contending 
that the unsettled conditions facing 
American industry, as well as the prob- 
lem of supplying work for soldiers and 
sailors who have been or are soon to be 
released from military and naval duty, 
demand the immediate attention of the 
Government, William C: Redfield, Secre- 
tary of Commerce, presented today a 
proposal for a co-operative movement 
to which the Government, capital, and 
labor shall be parties, which he feels 
will ald in the stabilization of prices 
and the relief of distress which faces 
many employers and employes as a re- 
sult of the sudden termination of the 
war. 

The program which Mr. Redfield puts 
forward has been brought to the atten- 
tion of President Wilson and has re- 
ceived his full approval. It does not 
call for the exercise of mandatory price- 
fixing power upon either raw or fin- 
ished materials by the Government, but 
looks, forward to the extension of Gov- 
ernment influence in connection with 
price fixing in so far as a price agreed 
upon voluntarily by Government and 
industry may be made to affect the 
market through the Government’s pur- 
chases for its own neds. The publica- 
tior. of *‘ fair price lists’’ as a guide to 
purchasers may be decided upon. 

The theory of this proposal, it is un- 
derstood, is that prices of raw mate- 
rials and later of: the finished products 
which reach the consumer will be 
brought down from the inflated war 
time values to something more like a 
normal level, and that in the course of 
such readjustment all interests, includ- 
ing capital and labor, will be protected 
from a crash in values which would 
involve widespread suffering and dis- 
content among the workingmen and the 
closing of many industries, 

‘In substance,” says today’s official 
announcement; ‘‘we propose to bring 
capital, labor, and the Government into 
common counsel together around one 
table and with one purpose—to do the 
best possible for the country.’’ 
Reduction in Wages. 

‘ That the program, which was made 
public for Mr. Redfield by the Council 
of National Defense, an organization 
which will co-operate in carrying out 
the principles with the Department of 
Commerce, does not recommend that 
heavy inroads be’ made at once upon 
the pay envelopes of the workers is in- 
dicated in the closing paragraph of this 
statement. It reads: 

‘* Industry and labor have a mutual 
interest in remedying present conditions, 
but’ industry should take the first step 
by the reduction of prices and commodi- 
ties and should require of labor as little 
as possible.’’ 

The announcement shows that the 
Government's participation in the move- 
ment is to be vested primarily in what 
is. to be known .as‘‘' The Industrial 
Board of the Department of Commerce,”’ 
to the Chairmanship of which Mr. Red- 
field already, has appointed George N.

Taufflieb turned her home, Chateau 
d’Annel, at Longuiel-et-Oise, into a com- 

plete hospital, ‘And, after hundfeds of 
poilus had been treated there, the first 
of the Americans wounded at Soissons 
were sent to Chateau d’Annel for treat- 
ment. Mme. Taufflieb, who 6ften worked 
under fire, paid a tribute to the courage 
of the French soldiers and the American 
nurses. ‘ General Taufflieb, speaking in 
French, told of the great admiration the 
French Army had for the heroism of 
the nurses. For her work, Mme. Tauff- 
lieb. received the War Cross and the 
Gold Cross from the French Govern- 
ment, 
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Heroes’ Burial Ground Suggested as 


Roosevelt Memorial. , 


‘Colonel . William Boyce Thompson, 
Chairman .of the Roosevelt Permanent 
Memorial National Committee, - an- 
nounced "yesterday that ‘one of ‘the sug- 
gestions. being considered .as-one of ‘the 
memorials to, Theodore .Roosevelt was 
that an American National Cemetery be 
established in’ Frarite’ in’ Belleau Wood,, 
now called the Wood of the Marine 
Brigade. ‘It.was there that the Ameri- 
can marines, fighting with other Ameri- 
can w#egtilar’ troops, turned-back the at- 
tack of the: Prussian Guard regiments 
in the last German offensive on July 
15 last. 

The suggestion came from Miss: Agnes 
Shufeldt of Johnson’ City, N: Y., who 
suggested that in this cemetery should 
be buried all. the American soldier dead 
whose families wished them to remain 
where they fell in France. Not far from 
the’ spot. suggested Quenfin. Roosevelt 
was buried when he fell in aerial com- 
bat with German aviaters: It was thé 
desire of Colonel and Mrs. Roosevelt 
that his body should remain in France 
and a few days ago: Mrs. Rooscvelt 
visited the grave of her son: 

““The grave of Quentin Roosevelt un- 
doubtedly would -be‘included in the na- 
tional cemetery,’’ said the announcement 
of thé comnrittee. ‘‘ No more fitting 
| neat for a soldiers’ cemetery .could be 

und than this hallowed ground where 
American soldiers stopped the Germans 
last July. Suitable architecture and 
landscape treatment of this historic 
ground would. give it the dignity and 
sancity of a memorial suitable to Colo- 
nel Roosevelt and worthy of those who 
are buried there. 

“*It is — that if it is possible for 
the Memorial Committee to adopt this 

roposal some ‘plan of co-operation may 
be worked out with the American Field 
of Honor Association, which is planning 
to select and beautify an estate of 500 
acres in France as an American ceme- 
tery. Representative Simeon Fess, a 
member of the Roosevelt Memorial Com- 
mittee, recently introduced a bill in Con- 
gress to incorporate the American Field 
of Honor Association.’

SINK SIXAOLA AT PIER 
TO STOP FIRE IN HOLD 


Cargo of Food Valued at $3,000,- 
‘000 Reported a Total Loss— 
Two Men Missing. 


The United States transport Sixaola 
‘had‘to be sunk at pier 9, Hoboken, at 6 
o'clock last night.to put out the fire, 
which had started in one of its holds at 
® o’clock in the afternoon, where some 
hundreds of tons of beef, lard, and but- 
ter were stowed for the American forces 
fin France. She had about 3,000 tons of 
general eargo on board, mostly provis- 
ions, which was valued at $3,000;000, and 
is said to be a total loss. 

Lieutenant E. H. Foster, the executive 
officer on duty at the time, and Frank 
Cramer, Boatswain’s mate, are believed 
to have been drowned in the hold of the 
chip. 

Within a few minutes after the smoke 
was seen coming from the hatch the two 
fire companies from the pier working 
with half of the crew, started to pump 
water on the flames below with the ap- 

liances they had on the pier. The fire- 
boat New Yorker came up from the 
Battery, and the ee" from the army 
piers lower down, 6, 4, 3, 1, where 
the troops have “Sh landing, all came 
to offer their aid in fighting the fire. 
The fat and ‘beef burned quickly, and 
the fumes were so pungent that it was 
difficult for the men to go tween 
decks’’ and diréct the hose’ on the 
flames.

Among the notable cases that Judge 
Dittenhoefer was engaged in was .oné 
involving the rights of an extradited 
American citizen, a controversy having 
been maintained for years between the 
United States and England as to the 
right to try a person for a. different 
crime than the one for which he was 
extradited.

New York Railways Company’s In- 
. come for Four Months $140,000 
More Than Was Expected. 


An examination into the affairs of the 
surface railroad companies has resulted 
in the discovery that their financial 
condition is rapidly improving and that 
the threatened’ receiverships may not 
take place. While the examination has 
been confined to the New York Rail- 
ways Company, the result, it was said, 
applies to all. of the companies. It was 
the Railways Company which occupied 
the foremost place in ‘the cry fer some 
change that would yield greater net re- 
turns so that the property might not 
pass into the hands of a receiver. 

Testifying recently before the Public 
Service Commission, Frederick T. 
Woods said that for the four months 
ended Dec. 18, 1918, the receipts of the 
Railways Company were $140,000 more 
than was expected. He explained this 
by saying that the company did not 





forsee the end of the war, the return: 


of the troops, and the release ef men 


from munition factories and other al- 
lied occupations. The better financial 
condition of the company was also due, 
he said, to the fact that there had: been 
no snow and yery little frost up to that 
time, and that the car mileage had fallen 
off during the period referred to about

It was also reported that during the 
active war riod it w difficult to 
obtain skilled labor, with the result that 
the company’s plant suffered, but that 
this condition was steadily ‘Improving 
and would probably soon ‘be normal.

MAY RESUME BRITISH TRADE 


Export Association Believes English 
Policy fe Only Temporary. 


The American Manufacturers’ Export 
Association announced last night that a 
study of British import restrictions ef- 
fective March 1 had led it to the con- 
clusion that any temporary loss of Brit- 
ish trade would ehable American man- 
ufacturers to concentrate on other mar- 
kets, and that the imposition of these 
restrictions was not to be taken as an 
indication of permanent British icy. 
George E. Smith, President of as- 
scciation, asserted that he had official 
and unofficial information that _ the 
policy was of temporary expediency 
and .that the British had no intention 
of erecting a trade wall which, if dupli- 
cated by other countries, would destroy 
nee own fopelsn commerce. 

The keeping of a certain percentage 
of goods manufactured in other coun- 
tries upon a restricted ligt, the statement 
said, represented ages A the attempt of 
the British to put their own house in 
order, and there was no necessity for 
abandoning American branch houses in 
England, because normal conditions 
would be restored in six months or a 

year, Mr. Smith added that there was 
- disposition on the part of the Amert- 
can Government to take up with the 
British any particular state of facts 
which showed that special hardship was 











being worked on a particular industry.

CALLAIT ‘FIGHTING QUESTION’ 


©an Be No Compromise on Observ- 
ance of Constitution, Ander- 
son Tells Lawmakers.

ALBANY, Feb. 23.—Open aid .of nul- 
_Wfication of the. Federal prohibition 
@mendment, or passive connivance at it, 
by the New York State Legislature, will 
invite widespread disorder and make 
lawmakers so voting Mable to malfea- 
sance in office, the Anti-Saloon League, 
through William H. Anderson, warns the 
legislators in a letter which they will 
receive tomorrow. Admitting that refusal 
to pass an enforcement \pill might be 
honest, the Anti-Saloon League says 
that nullification is a ‘fighting ques- 


tion.’’ 

The proposal of certain ‘‘ wet’ legis- 
lators to legalize beer and light wines 
the Anti-Saloon League characterizes as 
‘‘idiotic.’”’. Attempts at nullification 
already made in the Legislature through 
the introduction. by Assemblyman Peter 
P. McElligott of New York.-of a concur- 
rent resolution ** rescinding, nullifying, 
and repealing ’’ the prohibition ratifica- 
tion action, the league contends is 

‘ shameful,’’ and Anderson warns that 
the people will not submit to indefinite 
delay in the courts on the question, of 
whether the State has power to pass a 
nullification act, but ‘' will carry -the 
iasue into the next campaign.”’ 

The defeat of Governor Charles S. 
Whitman because his managérs: ‘‘ tried 
to flirt with the wets’’ is thrown into 
the faces of Republican members as a 
warning to,Ppursue a consistent course 
by putting through the league’s enforce- 
ment measure and not the “‘ wet”’ pro-
